01-22-15, 0920 hrs- Myself and Inspector Conaty met with Marceleno Gonzales inside ICU room #13 at Highland 
Hospital in Oakland. Conaty advised Gonzales of his Miranda rights. Gonzales indicated he understood his rights. 
Gonzales then told us the following in summary: 


Gonzales initially said he was just walking down the street when the police officer stopped him and "knew" he had 
a gun. Gonzales said he "proceeded" to run and the officer shot him. 

Gonzales said he did have a gun and it might have been poking out a bit. He didn't see the police coming until the 
officer was already there. Gonzales said he didn't know the officer but he has seen him in the area before. He said 
the officertold him to put his hands on his head and to put his hands up. Gonzales stated he immediately ran and 
was shot. He remembers the officer saying "Don't run" and "Don't move". 


Gonzales stated he was carrying the gun in the front of his pants because he has been in a couple of shootings, so 
he needed it for protection. Gonzales initially denied having any dope on him. He said he thinks a female told the 
cops that he had a gun. 


Gonzales said he was kind of holding the gun when he was running from the officer. He said he was trying to make 
it to the apartments when he got shot. He said he thinks he got shot and then fell down on the ground and his gun 
ended up underneath him. He remembers the officer pulling the gun out of his waistband after he was shot. 


When asked about the gun, Gonzales said it was "Clean" meaning not stolen or used in a lot of prior crimes. He 
thought this because the cops didn't ask him about it after they saw it. He said he bought the Glock 22 for $900.00 
about 1-2 weeks ago. The gun had serial numbers on it and came fully loaded with 24 rounds of .40 caliber. 


Gonzales said that after buying the gun he wanted to make sure it worked. He said he went to the area of 5 th or 6 th 
St and fired 3-4 rounds. He said he knows how to operate semi auto handguns and the Glock worked.

Gonzales stated he use to have a Larkin 9mm handgun, but sold it for $800.00 so he could buy the Giock 22 in .40 
caliber. He said the 9mm was too small. 


Inspector Conaty told Gonzales that witnesses reported seeing him trip and fall before being shot and that the gun 
fell out as he was falling to the ground. Conaty asked Gonzales if that's what really happened. Gonzales said "it 
could have happened" and "it is what it is". He stated he really doesn't really remember what happened. 


Gonzales then said he was over on Nevin Ave with his buddy^^^^J^^^^^^who he has known for a long 
time. Gonzales said he is always over there. He said he want there today to get Swishers and weed. 


Inspector Conaty again asked about the bag of dope that was found at the scene. Gonzales again denied having any, 
but then stated he had about a "l/16 th " of crank. Gonzales said he has used crank for about 6 months, but recently 
quit. He said the crank was for his personal use. 


asked Gonzales if we could recap what he had already told us. Gonzales said he and^wentto the market at 
^arrett Ave/20 th St to buy Swishers and weed. Gonzales said he already had the gun in the front of his pants and the 
crank in his right front pants pocket. 


After buying the Swishers at the store and the weed from someone nearby, they both proceeded to walk back to 
the apartment complex. 


Gonzales said he saw the officer pull up and get out of his car and tell them both to put their hands up. Gonzales 
just took off running towards the apartment complex. He said^Bid not run with him. 


Gonzales stated he was on the ground when he realized his was shot. He said the gun is "pretty big" and it fell out 
as he was falling. He said he thinks he ended up on top of the gun. He said at that time the crank was still in his 
pants pocket. 


Gonzales said he thinks he was on the ground with the gun underneath him when he was shot. He said he doesn't 
remember trying to grab the gun, but he might have been trying to push the gun under the car.
